CoLi'MBCrt, Ohio, Nov. 4.^-The 


canvass of the offlcinl votes is in 
progress in most of the counties of 
the state today. 


The result will bo watched care- 


folly and awaited anxiously in the 
close counties and also in the Miirion- 
Logan senatorial district. The demo- 
cratic and republican state head- 
quarters will be kept open to get 
the official figures from the close 
counttas. 


Some of the disputed counties art- 


very close with' pluralities on the 
legislative candidates of less than 
100. No further interest is token 
in the state ticket since the com- 
plete unofficial returns at republican 
state headquarters lost night showed 
a republican plurality in the state 
of over 20,000. With local compli- 
cations iu Cincinnati, Columbus, 
Toledo and other cities, and with 
rain on election day the republicans 
express surprise at the result. 


The democrats call attention to 


the 86 republican majority in the 
last legislature and to the cloie 
margin of the new general assembly, 
also to the majority of 51,119 for 
McKinloy for president being re- 
duced one-half. 
Tho contest. be- 


tween Marcus A. Hanna and John 
E. McLean for tho legislature is 
pending. 
The republicans today 


confidently claim a majority of five 
on joint ballot and say that Sum- 
mit county is tho anly one in doubt 
and that its two representatives 
have lieeu put in the democrat or 
doubtful column till the 
official 


count is completed. 


BOTH SIDES CONFIDENT. 


Counting two doubtful represent- 


atives from Summit county as dem- 
ocratic the house stands 58 republi- 
cans and 51 democrats. 


The only state senator in dispute 


is in the Marion-Logan district, but 
the republicans confidently claim 
that district and the senate stands 
19 democrats and 17 republicans. 
This makes the legislature consist 
of 75 republicans and 70 democrats, 
with a majority of live on tuo joint 
ballot for United States senator. 


Chairman McConville still' main- 


tains that the democrats elected a 
majority in the legislature. He con- 
tests the republican claims to Noble 
and Wood counties, and to the Ma- 
rion-Logan district, which would 
make the legislature stand 73 demo- 
crats to 72 republicans on joint bal- 
lot. 


He claims two of the representa- 


tives from Cnyahoga county and 
three from other counties not named 
pending the investigation of alleged 
frauds. 


.V COMBINE AGAINST HAKKA. 


The publication of a movement to 


form a combine between a-nti-Hanua 
members of the legislature and the 
democratic members to defeat 
3anna for the senate has caused 
quite a sensation in political circles. 
!t is claimed that there was fac- 
ional treachery during the cam- 
wign and that with no more of a 
nargin than five or six on joint 
jallot, enough republican members 
can be found to go with the demo- 
cratic members to elect Governor 
Soshnell or some other republican 
;han Mr, Hanna to the senate. 
It 


is stated that there have been fre- 
quent conferences on this proposi- 
tion and that it may cause a sensa- 
tional session of the legislature. 
Senator Hanna was endorsed by the 
last republican state convention for 
senator the same as Senator For- 
aker was endorsed two years ago 
and will therefore have no opposi- 
tion for the caucus nomination, but 
it is said that efforts will be made 
to keep enough republicans out of 
the caucus to defeat him for eloc- 
tlon. 


PROTESTS ARE BKINO FIUCU. 


Up to noon the state committees 


had not changed their respective 
claims. Their advices from close 
oounties--indicated that 
protests 


were being filed today in anticipa- 
tion of contests for about a dozen 
seats in the legislature. The repub- 
lican state committee, on revised 
figures given out at noon, claims 
republican plurality of 34,798 for 
Boshnell for governor. 
The Dis- 


patch, an independent paper, makes
